A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE CHURCH 


On February 11, 1911 twenty people gathered in the G. A. R. 
Hall, then standing where Montgomery Ward store is now located, 
to sign the charter and establish THE FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH 
as it was then named. G. H. Carl and his wife, Frances, had been the 
leaders in getting together this small group of Christians only and 
became the leaders in promoting this work. : 


As set forth in the charter their effort was to restore the New 
Testament Church in doctrine, ordinances and life. The charter 
called for the rejection of all human creeds and articles of control, 
taking Christ only as their creed and the Bible ag the sole rule of 
faith and practice. A few other churches of the Restoration Move- 
ment had been established in Michigan, especially in the southern 
part. Only scattered efforts had been made to move into the upper 
portion of the state. Those signing the charter..and pledging them- 
selves to follow faithfully the ideals of the New: Testament SUE 
included the following...

After meeting several weeks in the hall the group leased or 
rented the vacated Methodist church standing on the corner of W. 
Superior and Prospect streets. After acquiring the use of this build- 
ing C. R. L. Vawter, a nationally known evangelist, (known personally 
by your present minister) was called to hold their first revival. About 
twenty-five folk were added during a first revival. After this victory 
plans were made to purchase a building which were completed late in 
1911 or early 1912. Neither of the records of the Methodist church 
nor do we have a definite date of transfer. From Robert Oberlin and 
Mrs. Effie Udell, so recently deceased, we were able to piece together 
much of this early history. Other older members remember many of 
the early events but not many of the dates. 


Early in 1912 Elder Abel Mudge, a well known minister and evan- 
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gelist among the scattered churches of the state, was called to work 
with the Carls. He remained on the field some 15 months and dur- 
ing his pastorate the membership was increased to about one hun- 
dred. 


During 1914 and 1915 two revivals were held by brethren. 
Only their last names are recorded, Wolford and Murray. Their work 
was quite successful evidently since the records show more than 
sixty new members were added. M. J. Ault became minister and dur- 
ing his fifteen ‘months service thirty more were added to the church. 
His work closed at or near the end of 1916. 


Somewhere along about 1914 the church building was moved 
from West Superior to North Pine Street later to be sold to the Pil- 
grim Holiness group. | ! ) . 

In March 1917 John S. Raum, a rather young man of unusual 
ability as an evangelist, and one devoted to the cause of New Testa- 
ment Christianity, was called to hold a revival. Perhaps this was the 
most significant move the church had taken. Within a few nights af- 
ter opening of the revival the church was packed to capacity and on 
several nights people were turned away for lack of room. As a result 
Mr. Raum was persuaded to accept call to serve the church as minis- 
ter. The crowds and converts continued in the months of his ministry. 
In 1919 it became apparent if the church was to make progress larger 
quarters must be provided. The Trustees being unable to enlarge 
building on lot where church stood, purchased a block of lots on East 
Superior and Court streets. The Pine street property was then sold 
to the Pilgrim Holiness group, giving possession as soon as new 
building was completed. 


W. G. Davis, widely known contractor and builder, began con- 
struction of the new church building which was completed and dedi- 
cated by George L. Snively of Illinois. About one-half of cost of build- 
ing and equipment was paid for on dedication. Much of the remain- 
ing debt was not paid until many years later. 


Mr. Raum went back into the general evangelistic field before the 
church was completed. C. D. Poston, a minister known for his evan- 
gelistic success, was given call to the ministry of the church. During 
his pastorate of about two years more than one hundred were added 
to the church membership. The new building having the largest seat- 
ing capacity of any church in the city then, and still so, seemed fully 
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justified during these two very successful pastorates. In moving into 
the new location the name of the church was changed to EAST 
SUPERIOR CHRISTIAN CHURCH by congregational action. 


Mr. Poston was followed by J. F. Williams whose year of service 
was unusually successful with almost one hundred added to the 
church. (Your present minister was in audience the day Mr. Wil- 
liams resigned and preached in the evening service.) 


During 1923-24 the church was served by H. H. Anderson, also 
known for his evangelistic success. During these two years more than 
one hundred were added to the church membership. It was in this 
period that a severe decline came in the industrial life of Alma fol- 
lowing the war boom with the Republic Truck concern. This decline 
in industry resulted in losses of resources and of members as many 
folk moved out of the city. This slowed payments on church debt and 
brought discouragement to the congregation as it faced conditions 
brought about by the above noted losses. 


On January 1, 1925 W. H. Bell of Indiana took up the work as minis- 
ter. His ministries in Illinois and Indiana had attracted the attention 
of the pulpit committee and he was given a call which extended over

three and one-half years. During his ministry almost one hundred 
were added to the church membership. A new spirit was kindled in 
the hearts of a discouraged people as attendance in both the Bible 
school and worship services came back in numbers nearing the former 
days of prosperity. 


During the depression years the church was served by several 
short ministries whose brief pastorates made for little advancement 
either in church growth or in attendance. Losses in both resources and 
members brought on a period of decline and loss of influence and 
evangelistic fervor. 


On September 1, 1936 Thomas W. Toler, a young minister recent- 
ly out of college, began his work. He found a long over-due debt of 
about $12,000.00 upon which little effort had been made during the 
depression years to liquidate. Pressure was brought on the congre- 
gation for settlement by the Church Board of Extension, to whom 
the Trustees had deeded the church some years before. They now 
threatened to sell the property, board up windows and bar doors. To 
meet this threat a committee was appointed which called into council 
your present minister then living in Indianapolis. Being appointed as 
representative of the congregation with power of attorney by the 
Board negotiations began immediately. The Board of Church Exten- 
sion agreed to reduce the debt by one-half if congregation would ar- 
range for payment within six months. This looked impossible then. 


After this concession Mr. Trinkle made a trip to Alma meeting 
with Official Board and congregation in a dinner service, after which 
almost one-half of the negotiated debt was raised in cash and short 
time pledges. Within a few weeks Mr. Toler had raised the cash 
and pledges to such proportion that a bank loan was arranged to take 
care of the entire $6,000.00 within four months of the time the cam- 
paign began. Thus for the first time in seventeen years the church 
was free of debt. While only a few were added during the ministry 
of Mr. Toler he will be remembered for his outstanding achievement 
of debt elimination. 


It was on September 30, 1939 that Kelsie Martin, another of the 
young ministers just out of Seminary took over as minister. He served 
for nearly three years and was among the most popular ministers the 
church has ever had. Being a hustler in many ways new life was 
added to the church and progress was made in every department.

From June 1943 to January 1947 the church was served by May- 
nard Woudsma. Several were added during his ministry. It was in 
his ministry the church purchased its first parsonage on Michigan 
Avenue some four blocks from the church. For this the congregation 
was to carry another debt until 1953 which was paid off some eighteen 
months after the beginning of present ministry. 


From February to August 1947 the church was without a set- 
tled minister. There was preaching by a few local folk and by minis- 
ters who came “on trial.’”’ One was called and had moved on field and 
after only a few days resigned his contract to accept call as professor 
in Lincoln Bible Institute. This lack of a pastor led again to a decline 
in attendance and interest. 


It was in August 1947 that Herbert W. Baynes began a ministry 
that was to run until May 1951. During his pastorate another par- 
sonage was purchased on Washington and Court streets, the first one 
having been sold at close of ministry of Mr. Woudsma. Mr. Baynes led 
in setting up a missionary program for the church as well as in or- 
ganizing the Mission Band. There were several added during his pas- 
torate. 


In June 1951 O. A. Trinkle was asked to supply during his vaca- 
tion of some three months at Rock Lake. At that time he was Evan- 
gelist and Promotional Director for the Minnesota Bible College, but 
well known in Alma through his twenty-five years service in Rock Lake 
Christian Assembly. After this three month supply he was given a 
call as minister which began in October of 1951. The church build- 
ing was needing much repair and replacement, and immediately the 
congregation, various classes and others not members of the congre- 
gation, gave of time, materials and money to put the entire building 
in first class condition. More than $12,000.00 was spent for such im- 
provements during the first eighteen months of this ministry. Some 
of these improvements to the building include tile floor for auditorium 
and foyers; Wurlitzer organ and chimes, a gift to church; grand 
piano; decorating of auditorium and basement with new ceiling in 
basement; extensive changes, flooring and decorating of upper class 
rooms, a changeover from coal to gas for one furnace; complete 
change of pulpit and adding all new pulpit furniture; purchase of 
sufficient hymnals; rewiring of building; installing illuminated sign 
board over entrance porch; three class rooms in rear balcony. 


The more recent of changes has been the purchase of the house 
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just east of:the church. This two-story is at present an “up and 
down” apartment, but will be used when needed as parsonage. The 
old parsonage was sold to finish payment of the recently acquired 
residence. 


In early 1958 a major improvement was started. New stained 
glass windows were installed in all the auditorium windows and the 
lower front of the building. A new acoustical ceiling was put in the 
auditorium with an entire new lighting system. This was done at a 
cost of about $6,000.000 including the decorating of auditorium. The 
windows were contributed as memorials. 


The financial budget has increased almost 400% during the past 
five years. The unity and harmony by which the church acts in all its 
plans and programs are accountable for the remarkable progress the 
church has made. 


Besides the ministers already named, some six others have had 
more or less brief ministries. A. T. Bridwell held a short meeting in 
1914 and L. E. Doerr in 1917. The church was served from October

1928 to June 1931 by Charles D. Perry. He was followed by Charles 
Raum in October 1931 and served to September 1933. Charles was 
the son of John 8. Raum whose evangelistic ministry led to the erec- 
tion of the present structure. W. Paul Marsh was minister part of 1934 
to September 1936. For most of 1939 James Alley served a sort of ad 
interim ministry between Mr. Toler and Mr. Martin. 


The first Sunday of October 1956 Charles and Ruth Race were em- 
ployed as choir director and organist. In November they began as full 
time workers. Mr. Race was given additional service as the youth 
director, teacher of high school class and Associate Minister. Their 
services continued through 1960.

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of the Board of congregational meetings in which these matters 
could be found, but so far have not been found. By questionnaire and 
patient searching of roll books your minister has been able to piece 
together this more or less accurate account. 


While this brief history for the more permanent files of the 
church has dealt largely with certain historical facts as they occurred 
under the various ministries, yet no story of such a work would 
be complete without mention of those to whom they ministered. 
There have been in the course of these nearly forty-nine years a great 
host who have served faithfully and well as Elders, Deacons, Teach- 
ers, women serving in so many ways, other officers who have stood 
by the work and often at great sacrifice. Your minister has been more 
or less familiar with these through the last thirty years. We know 
that through these years the church has been faithful-to its char- 
tered purpose of maintaining a church true to the New Testament 
ideal as it was set forth by Christ and His apostles. The organization 
of the New Testament type of church being simple and its official 
capacities few, it means a wider type of service to those who are giv- 
ing of their time and talent to it. There is a long list of these with 
this church, living and dead, too numerous to mention. They are the 
men and women who have stood by the work in good times and bad, 
in periods of greater progress and in times of decline and discour- 
agement. These good and faithful folk are remembered with sincere 
appreciation for their witness throughout all these ministries. Their 
witness has bourne fruit and is an inspiration to those who labor to- 
day and shall be for those who carry on through the years that lie 
ahead. 


The church today is united in purpose and program. We believe 
the greatest and most fruitful days are yet ahead. Failures are 
often stepping stones to better things. The congregation has been 
unanimous in adopting these plans as they have been presented. In 
membership it has more on the roll of active, working and giving 
folk than in many years. Financially the church has made great 
progress and the budget is increasing each year. Bible school attend- 
ance has reached a new high in 1960 and bids fair to go on to greater 
heights for the Jubilee year of 1961.
